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(iii) computing a surface normal for said fiducial object location by interpolating 
said surface normals associated with said nodes of each of said planar surfaces on 
which said fiducial object is located. 



REMARKS 

New claims 82 and 83 are presented for examination. Upon entry of this amendment, 
claims 39-83 are now pending. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the Specification and the Drawings fully support the 
claims. No new matter is being added hereby.
